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REMARKS 

The foregoing statement of transactions of the treasury 
department shows an increase in the net indebtedness of 
$362,048.71. 

The amount of unexpended appropriations, which is a 
liability against the state, is $487,314.68. 

The large increase in expenditures is caused by the 
general conditions on account of the war, such as increased 
cost of all supplies for maintenance of state institu- 
tions and departments, and for the equipping of the State 
Guard. Also the state has paid a gratuity to our National 
Guard for services on the Mexican Border. 

There was an act passed at the session of 19 17, provid- 
ing for a state tax of $100,000.00 to pay this gratuity, but 
it made the time of payment of the tax, December i, 191 7; 
therefore the expense came into this year's business while 
the tax is to be paid in the next fiscal year. 

The expense of a session of the legislature is included 
in the expenditures which increases the expenses over 
last year. 

For some years past, the treasurer has reported securi- 
ties deposited by several Insurance Companies, but pursu- 
ant to Chap. 22, Pam. Laws 1917, these securities were 
turned over to the Insurance Commissioner. 

The financial statement of the cities and towns, com- 
piled by counties in accordance with the provisions of 
Chap. 16, of the Public Statutes which has been published 
in this report for many years, will be found in the report of 
the Tax Commission, as Chap. 57, of the laws of 1917 pla- 
ces this work in that department.
